3. (Currently Amended) Method of handling a person according to claim 2 charact e rised in 
that wherein the handling of said one or more frames being performed by drive means, such as 
electric or pneumatic motors e.g. of a lift actuator, connected to said one or more frames through 
lifting lines and a lift yoke. 

4. (Currently Amended) Method of handling a person according to any of claims 2 1 to 3 
characterised in thatw hgrem the handling is performed with rear and front lifting lines connected 
to thea yoke and extremity points of said one or more frames.

9. (Currently Amended) Method of handling a person according to claim 8 charact e ris e d in 
tha twherein said sheets are suspended by releasable straps or by said at least four rollers 
connected to holding means, said straps or said holding means being fixed to the sides of ergr-a 
bed. 

10. (Currently Amended) Method of handling a person according to any of th e c laims l4e-9 
characteris e d in thatw herein said at least two support sheets include an upper support sheet and a 
lower support sheet, being positioned under the upper and/or lower part of the person's body, 
respectivel y, e.g. under th e back and head and und e r th e scat or thighs of the p e rson .
